AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUE LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 


Dear Resident, 

EXTRA CLASSROOMS The Education Department are now proceeding with 
prqposals to construct two temporary classrooms for Bar Hill 
Primary School to accommodate the extra children from January 1986. 
However, I regret, to say that the Lfberal and Labour groups on .the 
County Council have resolved to defer until next Summer any 
consideration-.of- Capital Work on School Buildings in the third- year 
of the Medium TerraPlan. This includes the provision of permanent 
classroom accommodation for Bar Hill Primary School for which I 
have campaigned most vigorously. 

LIBRiiRY At the Education Committee I proposed that the provision 
of a permanent Library for Bar Hill should be brought forward from 
1988/89 to 1986/87, because of the dramatic increase in population 
and in my view the urgent needs of the Community. However, despite 
the full support of the Conservative Group the Liberal and Labour 
Councillors rejected this proposal. The Liberal Chairman of the 
Libraries Committee thought that Bar Hill had a sufficient basic 
service already. I am afraid therefore, that Bar Hill will‘sTill 
have to wait three years for the permanent Library. 

YOUTH CLUB I am gaining considerable support from a number of 
influential quarters in my campaign to obtain Youth Facilities in 
Bar Hill. It has been recognised by the Community Education Review 
Group (of which I am a member), as well as by Senior'Officers that 
Bar Hill has a high priority for a Youth Budget. I am hopeful that 
following my efforts provision will be made for the Youth of- Bar 
Hill in the next financial year. 

OTHER ACTIVITIES The County Council have been very active during 
the past month and I have attended many Committee Meetings, Working 
Parties and Informal Discussions with Officers, Amongst these was 
a joint meeting of Members with Senior British.Rail Officials to 
discuss Transport in Cambridgeshire including Electrification and 
Improvement of Services. I was a member of the Panel which 
appointed a new-Warden fpr Impington Village College. Attended two 
Pull Education Committee's and two Education Sub-Committee's. At 
one of the Education Committee's the Conservatives put forward a 
proposal to safeguard Teachers jobs instead of automatically with¬ 
drawing them from schools v;here the pupil numbers have dropped. 

The Liberal Alliance rejected this proposal. I also attended a 
meeting to represent Cambridgeshire County Council on the Area Man¬ 
power Board of the Manpower SerAT-ices Commission and attended a 
Seminar on 'Local. Financial Management for Schools' which was 
pioneered by the previous ConserA^'ative County Council and which 
brings substantial advantages to participating Schools. I have also 

been to the first meeting of the newly formed^C onmittee "Pn.’ 

Religious Education in Cambridgeshire's Schools. 

GREEN BELT The County Council's Planning Committee of. which I am a 
member has now finally decided on the shape and form of the 
Cambridge Green Belt following the publication of the Inspectors 
Report. I was able to secure the inclusion of land in Girton as 
part of the Green Belt but a niinber of other areas around the City 
were confirmed as potential development areas.
